Whereas We have been informed that a disturbance of tile public peace took 
111 1 06 ° e ^ reen > anfl tlie places adjoining thereto, on Friday the 12th day 
of March instant, and that complaints have been made that certain Officers and 
Constables of the Metropolitan Police employed on the occasion exceeded their 
duty,— 

Now, in order that We may he more fully informed as to the matter aforesaid. 
We. Archibald William Earl of Eglinton and Winton, Lord Lieutenant-general 
and General Governor of Ireland, reposing great trust and confidence in your 
knowledge and ability, have constituted and appointed, and by this Our Warrant 
do constitute and appoint you, Edmund Hayes, Esquire, one of Her Majestv’s 
Counsel learned in the law, to he Our Commissioner to inquire into the said 
alleged disturbance of the public peace, and all the circumstances thereof, and all 
matters connected therewith, and particularly into the conduct of the officers and 
constables of the said Metropolitan Police in connexion with the same, and into 
the truth of all and singular the complaints of the conduct of them or any of them 
upon that occasion which may be brought under your investigation ; and, for this 
purpose, We hereby grant unto you, Our said Commissioner, full power and autho- 
rity to call before you all such persons as you may deem necessary who can give 
evidence and information upon all or any of the matters herein referred to you, 
and to inquire of the premises and ' every part thereof by all lawful ways and 
means whatsoever ; and, lastly, We commend that you report to Us, in writing, 
your proceedings by virtue hereof, and what you shall find touching the matter.
